(PC) or another e-mail fax machine through the Internet 
all over the world. Also, you will be able to receive an 
e-mail from them. 

To access the Internet using your fax machine, you have 
to subscribe to the following services beforehand. 

• a -ALPHAS services offered by the DDI, and 

• Individual information services offered by KME. 

See pages 17 and 18 to subscribe to these services. You 
must subscribe to the DDI services first, then the KME 
services. 

Important: 

• If your fax machine is connected to a home telephone 
system or a private branch exchange (PBX) system, 
these services are not available.
